Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2, 4-7 are allowed over prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The WO 96/15888 reference teaches an apparatus for compacting powder into a layer, 
comprising a first pressing mold (9) and a second pressing mold (19), wherein the first and the 
second molds are connected by conveyor means (2, 18), the molds include a lower stationary 
mold (12, 28) and movable upper molds (10, 26), wherein the molds and the conveyor means are 
arranged at the same level (Fig, 1). 

However, the WO'888 reference fails to teach or suggest that second pressing unit having 
active faces with dimensions larger than the given dimension of the first and second pressing 
face of the first pressing unit, in order to eliminate all problems associated with perfect centering 
of the blank being transferred from the first to the second pressing unit . 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the
